The holdup attempt occurred 
outside the Mound City Trust 
Co. at Natural Bridge and New- 
stead avenues, which is three and 
one-half blocks from a Reed 
branch store at 4629 Natural 
Bridge. Police said the robber 
apparently intended to drive the 
armored truck to some secluded 
spot where he could force open 
the locked money compartment,

They. Emerge From Wil- 
derness Thin, Weary 


After Surviving on 
| Faith and Fish. 


HOMERVILLE, Ga., Nov. 22 
(AP)—A young Navy man and a 
Marine have related a story of 
surviving on faith and fish while 
lost for six weeks in south Geor- 
gia’s wild Okefenokee swamp. 

The bearded, ragged pair—Ap- 
prentice Naval Airman William E. 
Denham, 17 years old, and Marine 


Corps Pfc. George Anderson, 21 
—finally met a farmer by chance 
in the swamp Thursday night. 

He gave them the first good 
meal they had since becoming 
lost in October while on separate 
fishing trips during furloughs 
from the Jacksonville (Fla.) Naval 
Air. Station. 

Thin and Weary. 

They entered a Homerville hos- 
pital thin and tired but otherwise 
apparently in good condition. 

Anderson, who lives in Hague, 
N.Y., dropped from his. normal 
168 pounds to 124. 

Denham, whose home fs in Dan- 
ville;/ Ky., fell from 189 pounds 
to 130. 

The two lived mainly on fish 
during their six weeks in the deso- 
late, 600-square-mile Okefenokee, 
which is largely a haven for 
snakes, alligators, wildcats and 
other wild life. 

“When the fish weren't biting, 
we ate fish heads and entrails 
we had left over,” Anderson re- 
lated. “You can’t imagine how 
good those entriils tasted to us.” 

Accidental Meeting. 

Denham became lost in the 
swamp Oct. 10. He met Anderson 
accidentally the next day. The 
two knew each othe- before their 
harrowing experience. 

“At first it was warm enough 
to stay in a tree during the 
nights, but toward the end it got 
too cold,” Denham said. “After 
two and a half weeks, we were 
down to our last match. When 
we came to an aband»ned fishing 
camp we .found more matches, 
meal, vinegar and instant coffee. 

‘We ¢ ouldn’t see any search 
planes because of the dense foli- 
age, but we could hear them. 
We tried to light fires to attract 
their attention, but the wood was 
too wet to stay on fire.” 

“Sometimes we hid to dig into 
mudholes to quence our thirst,” 
Anderson said.

The Brazilian said he quit in 
sympathy with Torres Bodet.

REPORTER IN TESTIMONY CASE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP)— 
The Government got ready today 
for a new start in its efforts to 
prosecute Ray Brennan, Chicago 
Sun-Times reporter accused of 
illegally obtaining testimony giv- 
en Senate crime investigators be- 
hind closed doors. 

Decision to drop the original 
indictment and seek a new one 
was announced late yesterday 
after United States District Judge 
James R. Kirklaridi said he might 
throw it out. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Frederick Smithson’ said the 
case would be presented to a fed- 
eral grand jury beginning Tues- 
day. Smithson said he thought 
a new indictment could be re- 
turned in a week or so. 


FORMER RED MARSHAL ONE 
OF POLAND S 8 VICE PREMIERS 


WARSAW, Nov. 22 (AP)—A for- 
met Soviet army marshal, Kon- 
stantin Rokossovsky, won parlia- 
mentary approval last night as 
one of Poland’s. eight vice pre- 
miers. 

Rokossovsky, who has become a 
Polish citizen, also will keep his 
post as defense minister in Pre- 
mier Boleslaw Bierut’s new cab- 
inet. 

Bierut has given up the presi- 
dency and become premier under 
Poland’s new constitution. He 
told the Seym (parliament) the 
government’s policy will be to 
strengthen friendship and co-op- 
eration with the Soviet Union and 
its allies, to fight for peace and 
raise Polish living standards.

Criminal prosecutions are 
pending against some key figures 
in the’ Truman Administration, 
accused of dereliction of duty, 
while other investigations may 
result in actual charges. 

On the civil side, Brownell pre- 
sumably will review anti-trust 
actions involving charges of busi- 
ness mofopoly. 

Asked yesterday whether he

SOMEWHERE IN KOBEA, Nov. 
22 (UP) — Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet said. today. the. Republic of 
Korea army is suffering most of 
the Allied battlefront casualties. 
“TI salute you,” he said in an 
address to representative units of 
two new ROK divisions and six 
new regiments. 

“The ROK army has come of 
age,” Van Fleet said. “You have 
proven to the world your great 
fighting ability.” 

The Eighth Army disclosed in 
answer to a United Press inquiry 
that Korean casualties have. out- 
numbered American two. to one 
since the first of July. 

The ration of United Nations 
casualties to ROK casual was 
one to one during the first six 
months of the year. 

Total number of casualties 
could ‘not be reported through 
censorship.

A strong Allied raiding party 
struck deep into Chinese territory 
on the western front Friday night 
and after a close-quarter battle 
reported: 

“We clobbered the enemy.” 

, Support for Night Raiders. 

The night raids was carried out 
with the support of tanks, mortars 
and artillery. The U.N. troops 
carried satchel charges to blast 
bunkers. Pfc. Earl W. Behmer, 
Rochester, Minn., a rocket gun- 
ner, said after the raid, “they (the 
Chinese) were thicker than flies 
up there on top.” 

After the raid the returning 
infantrymen reported they had 
blown a large number of bunkers 
and rolled grenades like baseballs 
through the enemy trench sys- 
tem. They came back under cover 
of smoke and a hetvy mortar and 
artillery barrage, bringing all 
their dead and wounded. 

Combat Correspondent Patrick 
J. Mahoney III, Springfield, O., — 
reported that after the fierce 
fighting he found. one private 
lying in a rice paddy. He said, 
“When I asked him if the doctor 
had seen him yet, he. replied, 
|‘Man, I’m not hit. I’m bushed. 

I couldn’t get up right now if 
Uncle Joe himself came running 
across this old paddy.’ ” 

The raid began shortly before 
dusk and the men marched for 
nearly an hour into enemy terri- 
tory before making contact atop 
a strongly defended hill. As the 
raiders, their faces smudged with 
green and. black camouflage 
paint, struggled back into friend- 
ly lines, one bedraggled Marine 
told Mahoney, “We gave them 
hell. Put that in the paper.”

Lewis Last of Big Three. 


Green’s death leaves John L.’ 


Lewis—at 72—the last of organ- 
ized labor’s big three. 

Lewis, as president of the 
United Mine Workers, once was 
Green’s boss. That was when 
Green was elected secretary- 
treasurer of the UMW in 1912. 
Lewis once was a major force in 
the AFL, but bolted to form the 
CIO, later quit the CIO to rejoin 
the AFL briefly, only to switch 
again and become an independent 
with the now-famous message: 
“Green—we disaffiliate.” That 
followed another of the many 
“policy differences between the 
two. 

But, when word of Green's 
death reached him, Lewis tele- 
graphed Green’s widow: 

“T am deeply shocked to learn 
of the passing of your distin- 
‘guished husband. It has been my 
privilege to know him fcr many 
years during which he made great 
contributions to the cause of the 
common people of our country. 
Organized labor can ill afford to 
lose a leader of his eminent capa- 
bilities and his lifetime dedica- 
tion to the betterment cf Ameri- 
can life. The coal miners of the 
nation, of whom he was one until 
his final hour, will join me in 
expressing grief at his passing 
and extending to you and the 
members of your bereaved family 
profound sympathy in your hour 
of scrrow.” 

Eisenhower Statement. 

Both President Truman and 
President-elect Eisenhower 
praised Green. Eisenhower, in a 
statement issued in New York, 

said: 

“For many years Mr. Green has 
been the voice of a large section 
of the working-men and women of 
America. He has. consistently 
worked for their welfare. He has 
been a real American and a great 
national.figure. I join with the 
thousands of his friends who 
knew and respected him in 
mourning his, passing.” 

Truman said: 

“He was a fine American pa- 
triot who dedicated his life to the 
service of those who worked. His 
success is a’ monument to his 
Jabor statésmanship. He was a

GASOLINE PRICE WAR 
SPREADS TO ST.LOUIS 
DOWNTOWN SECTION 


The current gasoline price war, 
which began several weeks ago 
when independent service stations 
in St. Louis county suddenly made 
a 5-cent-a-gallon reduction, had 
spread. to the downtown section 
of the city today.

I often 
disagreed with him, but I always 
kept the kindliest feelings for 
him. . . . His death is a loss to 
the nation and to the labor move- 
ment.” 

Allan S. Haywood, executive 
vice president of the CIO, and 
James B. Carey, CIO secretary- 
treasurer, in a joint statement 
called Green's death “another 
tragic blow to the American labor 
movement.” Haywoo‘ has been 
mentioned as a possible successor 
to Murray when the national con- 
vention meets next week.

To alleviate.this situation the hospital 
authorities worked with the City Plan 
Commission to utilize both on-street ahd 
off-street parking to the best advantage. 


The hospitals are revamping their off- 
street parking to obtain maximum usage 
and thereby provide additional space 
for several hundred cars. 

To provide emergency space for doc- 
tors, patients and visitors the hospitals 
recommended the installation of, a lim- 
ited number of parking meters! Their 
recommendations were followed in their 
ertirety by the Parking Meter Depart- 
ment. 

We feel that this is a step in the 
right direction. It is more important to 
provide parking space for the vast num- 
ber of people who have to go to hospi- 
tals than for the few who monopolized 
this space with all-day parking.

Washington University is to be commended 
warmly on the way in which it is. observing 
its hundredth anniversary, Instead of concen- 
trating its efforts in a week or two at com- 
mencement time next June, it is spreading its 
cultural events throughout the academic year. 


Tt is also relating itself to such occurrences as 


the 500th anniversary of the birth of Leonardo 
da Vinci, the great Italian artist and scientist. 

The lectures of Dr. Meyer Schapiro of Colum- 
bia University on Leonardo and the relations 
of art and science in our time were only the 
first of a series provided through the Oreon E. 
Scott Foundation. Pietro Belluschi, dean of 
architecture at M.I.T., came next and after 
him Robert H. Motherwel!, one of the younger 
modern artists; then George Boas, Johns Hop- 
kins philosopher; Dr. Fred Olsen, research 
head at the Olin Industries; Dr. John Von 
Neumann, celebrated mathematician and asso- 
ciate of Einstein, and Dr. Arnold Hauser of 
Hungary and England. 

Before the Leonardo series is completed, Jus- 
tice Felix Frankfurter of the United States Su- 
preme Court will come to the Washington Uni- 
versity Law School for the Tyrrell Williams 
lectures, Dec. 3 and 4, John Foster Dulles, dip- 
lomatist and lawyer, and Jonathan Daniels, 
editor and writer, lectured in the weeks leading 
up to the election. Story writer Fannie Hurst, 
one of the best known of the alumnaé of Wash- 
ington University, ‘appeared a month ago, 

Gerald Heard has begun a centennial series, 
and in the weeks to come Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Charles Malik and Dr. Ralph Bunche of 
the U.N., Dr. Ralph Fuchs of Indiana Univer- 
sity, Dr. George °D. Stoddard, president of the 
University of Illinois, and Dr. Ralph W. Sock- 
man, religionist, are scheduled. T. S, Eliot, the 
Nobel prize poet and a kinsman of the founder 
of Washington University, is to return to his 
native city for a centennial lecture next June. 


Throughout the year, the dramatic society, 
Thyrsus, is sponsoring productions of “Lute 
Song,” “The Great God Brown,” “Romeo and 
Juliet” and “The Importance of Being Earnest.” 
The Film Art Society and other organizations 
are making musical and cinematic contribu- 
tions to the year. Verdi's. opera, “Falstaff,” un- 
der the conductorship of Boris Goldovsky, is 
planned for April. And so the schedule runs. 

This rather extensive listing of events by no 
means exhausts Washington University’s plans 
for its centennial year, Indeed no current list 
could be complete since new distinctions are 
being added from week to week. The commu- 
nity, if it makes the most of the many oppor- 
tunities being provided in the year 1952-53, will 
keep a close eye on Washington University and 
pay its campus repeated visits. Meantime many 
scholarly groups including educators, museum 
curators, bacteriologists, pathologists and others 
will assemble - here. 

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton, the faculty, 
and the university board under Ethan A. H. 
Shepley are to be commended warmly on the 
basic plan of Washington University’s birthday 
celebration. The entire community stands to 
be the gainer in many ways. 
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A Conspicuous Omission 

Senator Taft’s account of his conference with 
President-elect Eisenhower suggests that there 
may have been a conspicudus omission in the 
subject matter of their talk. 

Nothing appears to have been said about tar- 
iffs and trade. Yet this is one of the most im- 
portant questions that will face the new Admin- 
istration, for the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act will expire next year, and our friends over- 
seas are clamoring for a reduction of American 
trade barriers, 

Perhaps the subject. was not discussed because 
the principals sensed a basic disagreement be- 
tween them. Gen. Eisenhower has often ex- 
pressed his conviction that peace requires an ex- 
pansion of internal trade. Senator Taft, when 
asked just the day before his meeting with the 
President-elect whether he subscribed to the 
doctrine of “more trade and less aid” in dealing 
with Europe, replied: “I’m in favor of the less 
aid end of it, anyway.” 

At this first post-election conference of the 
President-elect and the Senator who may. have 
the largest single voice in shaping legislation, 
there was no occasion for every possible subject 
to be discussed. Sooner or later, however, the 
new President will have to face the fact that his 
own views on our foreign trade relations probab- 
ly differ from those expressed in the past by 
the votes of a large number of Republican 
Senators. 

If he cannot persuade those Senators to ac- 
cept his views, we trust that he will fight for 
them in the knowledge that he can command 
wide support among Democrats and that section 
of public opinion which recognizes that expand- 
ing trade is vital to peacé and to the ultimate 
reduction of the dollar | subsidies which now

tional asset. But to say that religion is important 
is one thing, to say that religion should there- 
fore be financially supported by the Government 
quite another. The bishops came Seened to that 
in these words: 
. « » the State must give recognition to the 
importance (of religion) in bay c education. © 
The State, therefore,. has duty to help 
parents fulfill their task of religious in- 


struction and training. When the State fails 
in this help, when it makes the task more 


difficult and even penalizes parents who try . 


' to fulfill this duty according to conscience, 
by depriving their children of their right 
under our Federal Constitution to auxiliary 
services, this can:only be regarded as an ut- 
terly unfair and short-sighted policy. 

Does this mean that the Government should 
not only help pay for avkxiliary services of 
church schools, such as bus transportation, 


school lunches and medical care, but also ‘con- . 


tribute more directly to the support of their 
educational functions? As Methodist Bishop 
Oxnam says, there: can be constructive discussion 
of aid for auxiliary services, some ‘of which the 
Supreme Court has held constitutional, only if 
the public has assurance that these do not in- 
volve the further step of outright public aid to 
particular church groups, 

The very heat of this controversy ‘is evidence 
of the wisdom of the founding. fathers in writ- 
ing into the Constitution an injunction against 
an established religion. Tiey knew that requir- 
ing all the taxpayers to support the religion of 
some of the taxpayers would engender bitterness 
and in the end endanger thé freedom of religion 
which they sought ‘to guarantee. How = they 
solved the problem with respect to the support 
of an established church still recommends itself 
as the best solution with respect to the support 
of church schools, — 
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Missonri vs. Kansas

Missouri 
first played Kansas in. 1891, when a touehdown 
scored four points and a téam had three downs 
to make five yards, In those rough days ‘there 
was even a penalty for “throttling.” From this 
past has come the oldest football series west of 
the Mississippi and the fifth oldest in the country. 

In all the 60 games the teams havé played, the 
spoils of victory have been divided with a re- 
markably even hand. No doubt it was much tbe 
same in the days of Lane and Quantrell.

Gun fatalities happen every year, in 
every state; they happen in every kind of 
hunting season, with all kinds of guns. 
But somehow, of laté, the deer hunting 
accidents get the most publicity, the big- 
gest headlines, 

Why does a deer hunting accident rate 


headlines, while a quail hunting accident | 


of the same seriousness (to the victim and 
his family, at least) may not even be re-, 
ported? 

The National Rifle Association began 


work in 1946 on a uniform hunter casualty | 


report form. This system of reporting all 
types of hunter accidents was finally 
adopted and used by 33 states during the 
1950 hunting seasons. 
Here are some facts . 
regarding hunting ac- 
cidents on a nation- 
wide scope, gleaned 
from the American 
Rifleman, magazine 
of the N.R.A:: 
Shotguns kill or 
injure twice as many 
persons as all other 
types of firearms put 
together. This would 
not seem unusual if 
we were writing of 
only the Missouri 
hunting scene where 
quail, rabbit and 
squirrel hunters predominate. However, 
included are accident figures from many 
of the major northern deer hunting states, 


' where ‘long open seasons are an annual 
event and where millions of deer hunters, 


are in the woods, . 
10-Yard Accident Range 


Of the accidents caused by deer rifles, 
53 per cent were at a range of 10 yards 
or under. The remainder of the rifle acci- 
dents were istributed evenly, with about 
16 per cent occurring in each of the three 
distance zones: 10 to 50 yards, 50.to 100 
yards and over.: 

In other words, the greatest danger in 
hunting with a rifle is from yourself, or 
from nearby hunting companions. Perhaps 
more deer hunters should: look closer to 
home when criticizing the safeness of the 
woods during the deer season. 

Forty-nine per cent of all shotgun acci- 
dents occurred at 10 yards or less; 39 per 
cent from 10 to 50 yards. Past the 50-yard 
distance, accidents te ene from shotguns 
fell sharply, as would be expected 

With approximately 50 vent of all 
hunting accidents nif rifles and 
shotguns occurring at less 10 yards

The paramount fact that should be ap- 
parent to the reader is that these accidents 
occurred because sOmeone was careless, 
This type of hunting aceident is for the 
most part preventable by_careful hunting 
and gun handling, rensedl ss_of what game 
animal is being pursued. 

Of those accidents catised when the 
trigger was intentionally pulled, 41 per 
cent resulted because the isared person 
was unseen, 24 per. cent because the in- 
jured person was mistaken for game, 20 
per cent while the shooter was pointing 
his gun at game, and 6 per cent when the 
injured person moved into the line of fire 
without warning to the shooter, 


Deer Hunters Bear the Brunt 


Now let’s look at the deer hunters’ rec- 
ord, to see if they deserve the lion’s share 
of newspaper space. 

-Deer hunters shot themselves or others 
in 32 per cent of the accidents reported. 
Upland game hunters hun rabbits, 
squirrels; pheasants, quail an 
although predominantly ‘ shotgunners— 
caused 57 per cent of the aecidents re- 
ported. Duck hunters figured in 6 per cent 
of the accidents. Bear, antelope, elk, wood- 
chuck, crow and ‘coon hunters totaled only 
5 per cent. That settles the question of 
whether deer hunting is particularly risky, 


‘but still leaves us puzzled concerning the 


notoriety it gets. We can’t answer that, ‘but 
there are other facts of interest. 

Opening day was by far the most dan- 
gerous day to be hunting, no doubt due to 
the larger number of hunters on the open- 
ing of any season; possibly “opening-day 
excitement” also contributes. The facts 
indicate that 20 per cent of all hunting 
accidents occur on the dépening day, re- 
gardiless of the length of the season and 
other factors.

London, former deputy foreign. 
minister of Czechoslovakia, today. 
Joined the list of those _making 


full confessions in the Prague 
treason trial of 14 former top 
Communists. 

The Prague radio said London, 
37-year-old Communist who spent 
the war years in the West, had 
admitted that he was a “Trotsky- 
ite whe conspired with Rudolph 
Slansky to overthrow the’ govern- 
ment of Klement Gottwald and 
restore Czechoslovakia to the 
western camp.” 

London was a deputy under 
Viado Clementis, formet Foreign 
Minister who confessed‘ yesterday 
along with Bedrich Geminder, 
former “Grey Eminence” of the 
Communist party. Slansky made 
a three and one-half hour confes- 
sion Thursday... — 

The Prague radio reported Jew- 
ish-born London said Slansky, 
who is accused of placing his 
Jewish ‘friends in high positions, 
helped him get the job as deputy 
foreign minister in 1948. London 
then worked with Slansky and 
Geminder to fill other important 
government posts with “anti- 
democratic, Trotskyite elements,” 
the Prague radio said. 

Admits Sending Reports to West. 

Today's broadcast said London 
had admitted he misused the di- 
Flomatic post so Slansky could 
send secret reports to England. 
London was quoted as saying he 
had passed information to the 
Americans, Noel and Hermann 
Field, who disappeared behind the 
Iron Curtain in 1949. 

“London,” said the broadcast, 
“sabotaged the diplomatic rela- 
tions between Czechoslovakia and 
the Soviet Union and the people's 
democracies by appointing diplo- 
matic representatives to these 
countries who had _ Trotskyite, 
Zionist ‘sympathies.” 

Prague said recorded extracts 
from London's testimony would 
be broadcast later. 

The 14,000-word indictment 
against Slansky and his fellow- 
accused makes few mentions of 
London. At one point the indict- 
ment says London was among the 
group that returned to Prague in 
1945 and “like locusts, threw 
themselves on liberated Czecho- 
slovakia and worked for the west- 
ern imperialists.” 

The charge sheet makes it. plain 
it is the 11 Jews among the 14 
who are the main targets of the 
mass trial—the biggest since the 
Moscow trial of 1936. 

Man Appears as Witness. 

’ One of the highlights of yes- 
terday’s proceedings was the 
appearance on the witness stand 
of Mordecai Oren, long-missing 
member of the extreme leftist 
Mapam party of Israel, He had 
gone to Czechoslovakia in 1951 at 
the invitation of the Communists 
and was held incommunicado. 
This was about the time of the 
arrest of Slansky. Inquiries about 
Oren by the Israeli government 
went unanswered. 

Oren testified that former Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Herbert 
Morrison and the British Laborite 
member of Parliament Konni Zil- 
liacus worked on plans “envisag- 
ing’ the overthrow of the people’s 
défiiocracies and the re-establish-

BAR URGED ON AID

Franco government “ends the 
persecution of Protestants in 
Spain.”

T was not a surprise to read 
| thursday that John Foster® 

Dulles had been named by 
President-elect Eisenhower as the 
next secretary of state. Dulles 
had every reason to expect that 
he would have been named if 
Gov. Dewey had been elected in 
1948, and he certainly has added 
to his experience in the last four 
years. 

I had read previously that he 
had laid down certain rules for 
the office, stating that at present 
the job didn’t allow the secretary 
of state to make policy because 
he was expected to be in so many 
places and do so many little odd 
jobs that could quite easily be 
delegated.

PUBLIC HEALTH WORKERS 
have long been aware of the in- 
fluence of overweight on health 
It has been esti- 
mated that there are about 25,- 
000,000 people in the United 
States who weigh at least 10 per 
cent more than that required for 
their own physical and mental 
well-being. Studies show that 
overweight, especially after age 
30, is‘ closely associated with in- 
creased case and death rates from 
such conditions as heart disease, 
diabetes, arthritis, hypertension 
and gallbladder disease, among 
others. 

Overweight people are apt to 
_develop such serious illnesses ear- 
lier, and to die younger than peo- 
ple of normal weight. They run 
a greater risk when surgery is 
necessary. They suffer more dis- 
comforts from other ailments 
such as painful joints and foot 
trouble. 

Overweight is, furthermore, a 
hazard in pregnancy. The still- 
birth rate among obese women is 
nearly double that in women of 
normal weight. 

There is one best way to lose 
weight—through a diet prescribed 
and supervised by your physician. 
He will determine the cause of 
overweight which, in over 95 per 
cent of the cases, is simply due 
to overeating. He will prescribe 
a low calorie diet that is varied 
and well balanced. Reducing then
